The year 1II1G for the Tropic's 
Forum started yesterday with the de- 
livery of a very illuminating speech 
ou "Public Opinion as a Factor In 
Social Development," by Prof. J, A. 
Dale, or the Education Department of 
McGill. The hall at the University 
Settlement was filled to capacity, and 
the lecture was followed by a discus- 
sion which amply indicated the deep 
interest that the. subject had for the 
audience. 

The most Impressing factor in these 
speeches is their practical ualuro and 
the way in which the problems 
brought up and the questions discuss- 
ed are intimately applicable to the 
daily life of the hearers. 

Interest in civic, social, and eco- 
nomic questions is fostered by iiuclli- 
giblu treatment of them. 

Yesterday's lecture by Prof, Dale 
was as follows: 

lu a democratic stale the will of the 
people is tho guiding principle of gov- 
ernment. How Is tills will to bo as- 
certained'.' llow Is it to be inter- 
preted, aud how put into practice? 
How again can good public opinion he 
fostered? These are questions of the 
greatest practical importance. What 
do the people want? Do they want 
the right things? Who is the judge, 
and what, are the grounds or judg 
I merit? These questions are llic hope 
and despair of those who wish well 
| for the state. Hope, because of the 
| democratic faith that people on the 
whole wish well. whe;i all allowance 
I is made for the conditions which may 
warp their judgment; despair, bc- 
f cause of the difficulty of getting a 
clear verdict, in terms which can bo 
translated Into government. 

The difficulty is increased by the 
complicated organization of tho mod- 
ern state. Some sort of public opin- 
ion is easily obtained in an autocratic 
or slave state, where a body of ideas 
is impressed on the people for their 
obedience, and all opposition crushed. 
Dut the modern stale Is not su simple. 
There is a great increase In (n) spe- 
cialization, (b) mobility of labor, (c) 
education, which means power to form 
and express opinion. The amount of 
knowledge required to cover all the 
functions of our government is beyond 
the capacity of the ordinary busy man 
and the uneducated man. Ucncc 
there grows up a large number of in- 
terpreters of the people's will, trans- 
lating it into terms of the public wel- 
fare. These arc official and unoffi- 
cial, interested and disinterested; In 
tbo newspapers, in tho pulpits, In 
countless meetings, in Parliament, in 
Government departments, men are at- 
tempting to form and express the will 
of the people as they sec it. Tho re- 
sulting chaos is shocking to a German 
autocrat; and it. gives great scope to 
the unscrupulous politician. But it 
gives hope to the democrat ; even if it 
makes government difficult, that is the 
problem of democracy. 

In dealing with this problem public 
opinion follows two well-contrasted 
lines: tai Those who believe that the 
common welfare Is best won by indi- 
vidual freedom, so that, the object of 
legislation is to remove all possible 
restrictions; (b) thoso who believe it 
is best achieved by restricting Indi- 
vidual freedom by a wise organization 
to secure a higher general result even 
at liie cost of apparent liberty. The 
course of legislation shows that these 
tendencies alternate, with a growing 
influence of the latter. Vnrious exam- 
ples of this were given. The lecturer 
showed how the need of expert direc- 
tion tended to create, a bureaucracy 
which got out of touch with public 
opinion, and made a constant cheek 
necessary. The best of thoso and the 
i only satisfactory one finally is the 
development of a widespread Intelli- 
gence and goodwill, which will make 
as many people as possible good 
judges of policy. 

I The lecturer pointed out the diffi- 
culty of forming one's own opinion on 
| complicated matters with Insufficient 
'information available in many cases, 
and with all tho bias of different 
heredity and associations. The dif- 
ficulty of forming public opinion is 
far greater. But the method is the 
same, viz., first 1o face the facts with 
absolute frankness, and second to or- 
ganise liieni as far as may be into a 
(ons'slent whole, free circulation is 
the first condition of sanity both in 
the individual mind and in th" stale 
This is th" malady from which society 
tp suffering; too many of its constitu- 
ent parts tre really living in dlffcr«ul 
worlds, so that there is no com ron 
v'slon of the stale and its wel'iie. 
This is a ia*k not to be left entirely 
till ihe end of the war.; we have to

At the close it was announced that 
the mceUngs would be continued 
every Sunday afternoon, and a con- 
stitution was adopted.

Already a start ha3 been made to- 
wards forming the slgual and tele- 
phone section of the 148th Overseas 
Battalion. C.E.F. The students of Mc- 
Gill have already been made aware of 
this by notices which tiavp been post- 
ed In the valions buildings, and it is 
very likely thai ihe attractions of this 
part of me service, will appeal to a 
large number. In order to place be- 
fore the students just what constituten 
a signal section of a battalion under 
the present mode of warfare, Lieut. J. 
E. Hoare, who until lately was officer 
commanding the signal section of the 
C.O.T.C, and now holding the same 
position under Lieut. -Col. A. A. Magoe, 
has given the details concerning this 
section. 

The signal section of such a battal- 
ion as thc„ 148th is an entirely separ- 
ate unit. It consists of seventeen 
picked men, who work together, sleep 
and eat together, in fact. live together. 
These men, when the battalion is nl 
the front, have in their hands the re- 
sponsibility for maintaining commun- 
ication throughout the whole unit, 
from tho fire trench to the reserve 
trench, to battalion headquarters, and 
sometimes even to brigade headquar- 
ters If the brigade signallers are 
shorthnnded. 

Under present conditions In France 
the telephone is the chief method of 
communication. This has added to 
the work of the signaller the necessity 
or studying some elementary practical 
electricity so as to understand the in- 
struments and know how to make re- 
pairs, etc. They also have to read the 
Morse "buzzer," affixed to t.ho set, nl 
a rate of twelve to fifteen words per 
minute. Signallers have also to mas- 
ter all forms of flag signalling as well 
as electric lamp work, and sometimes 
road through a telescope in daylight. 

It Is evident from the above brief 
outline that a quickness and aplness 
of mind is absolutely essential to the 
work, while the better the general 
education and capacity for study, the 
easier will be found the details of the 
Army Signalling Manual, the map- 
reading, reporting and Ihe hook work. 
A knowledgo of the difficulties of op- 
erating and manipulating Ihe helio- 
graph is also advisable in view of the 
possibility of working in other spheres 
than France. Some men have the 
mistaken view that a signaller docs 
not. have to be a soldier. This is not 
the case, for a signaller has to bo a 
soldier first, to know his squad drill, 
musketry and discipline and general 
military duties as well as any one in 
tho regiment, but ho is exempt from 
all general fatigue work nnd regi- 
mental duties, so as to devote his 
whole time without interruption to his 
special branch. Already two men of 
the C.O.T.C. signal section have vol- 
unteered to Join the slgual section of 
the 148th. If this kind of work, call- 
ing for special quickness nnd aptitude, 
prompt initiative aud independent re- 
sponsibility, and a general capacity 
for study and the rapid assimilation of 
detail, appeals to any students, trained 
or untrained, C.O.T.C. or not, they 
should at once communicate with Mr. 
Hoare. at the headquarters of the 148th 
Battalion on Peel street, where they 
can obtain fuller Information. This 
section will not be called to work Im- 
mediately, as no student Is to be asked 
to forfeit his year, but provisional ap- 
plications are desired now, and if 
enough men come forward every en- 
deavor will be made to mako satisfac- 
tory arrangements with the Faculties 
at the earliest reasonable date. 

The signal section works as hard 
or harder than the rest, of the battal- 
ion, since a signaller has to know 
twice as much as any other man in 
the ranks. So it is a case of the sur- 
vival of the keenest and fittest, and if 
a man falls lo make good, his place is 
taken by another. Good, keen, intelli- 
gent men are wanted— men who are 
looking for a special opportunity to 
use their college education. 

In connection with the above article 
an extract from a recent letter from 
an old McGill C.O.T.C. signaller with 
Captain Barclay's First Universities 
Company is given: 

Letter from \X. T.. G. 

"The four signallers of our com- 
pany have landed good Jobs in Hin 
regiment. We shift around fairly 
often hfctwern firing line, supports and 
hcacV|U!flicrs. etc., so our lot Is not 
monotonous. Sonvi stations have little 
doing, bufcaathcrs are busy continually. 
I rememha In my- early signalling 
days that some of the men got. dis- 
heartened because of the 'buzzer,' but 
it they knew what was doing here they 
iCoullaued- on Page -i-X

When a man who has spent five years at the University 
admits that he does not know who is the representative of his 
Faculty in the Students' Council, what he does while a member of 
I that body, or indeed what the powers of the Council are with re- 
gard to the supervision and direction of student affairs, it is high 
time that some effort was made to educate him and scores of 
others of the same class to a proper understanding of the workings 
of the Students' Council and of the other undergraduate organiza- 
tions. The ignorance which exists among members of the student 
body concerning the methods by which their own affairs are con- 
trolled and supervised, is astounding, when the apparent intelli- 
gence of members of the Students' Society is taken into considera- 
tion. It will be the purpose of the McGill Daily from time to 
time to devote space in this column to articles relative to the dif- 
ferent undergraduate organizations, in the hope that by this 
means interest may be stimulated in their workings. 

To begin, then, with the Students' Council, which is the con- 
trolling body of undergraduate affairs. The Students' Council is 
th.e executive council of the Students' Society, a body which em- 
braces in its membership all undergraduates of the University who 
have paid the universal fee for the current session- The Students' 
Council is representative of the Students' Society, and should the 
latter so desire it, the constitution may be amended by a two- 
thirds, vote at a general meeting. The Students' Council is the 
only recognized medium between students and University authori- 
ties and the general public. Its business is to administer all the 
business of the Students' Society, to strive to promote social life 
and academic unity among the students, and to control all funds 
contributed by the general body of students to any undergraduate 
enterprise. The Executive Council has also power to act as a 
court before which any students may be called to account for a 
misdemeanor, though this clause of the constitution is rarely put 
into force. It appoints a salaried secretary to attend to the routine 
management of its affairs. The salaried secretary should be re- 
garded by each and every student as the servant of the Society 
to which he belongs, and no one should be at all backward in apply- 
ing to him for information should he so desire. The management 
and control of the McGill Daily are by constitution vested in the 
Executive Council. These are the duties which the Students' 
Council fulfills. 

A word now as to the composition of the Council. It is on 
this point that so many appear to be in doubt. The Council is 
composed of ten members, as follows: The president of the 
Students' Society, who acts as chairman ; the president of the Mc- 
Gill Union; the presidents of the Football, Hockey and Track 
Clubs, and of the Athletic Association, each of whom is elected in 
March, and holds office for a year from the following first day of 
July; one representative from each of the four Faculties of the 
University, to be elected by the students of such Faculty from the 
junior class thereof between November 20 and December 10, to 
take office on the following first day of January. The McGill 
Daily has no representative on the Students' Council other than 
the person whom it (the Council) may care to select from among 
its (the Council's) members to serve as the president of this news- 
paper. 

Meetings of the Students' Society, at which the president pre- 
. sides as chairman, are held twice a year, the annual meeting on the 
third Wednesday in October and the semi-annual meeting on 
the third Wednesday in March. Many students know only that 
they secure a release from lecture periods upon these two' occa- 
sions, while a small proportion of the undergraduate body have 
interest enough in the operations of their Society to attend the 
meetings. At the annual meeting the financial statement of tho 
Society for the financial year ending on the previous June 30th is 
read and presented for adoption. At the semi-annual meeting the 
reports of the various committees for the current financial year 
are presented for adoption- 

All clubs or societies to which all students contribute are con- 
stituted régulai- committees of the Students' Society, while any 
other clubs or societies which affiliate themselves with the Council 
and place their funds under its control arc rated as special com- 
mittees. 

The funds of the Students' Society are chiefly derived from 
the annual fee of ten dollars, known as the universal fee, which is 
exacted at the commencement of the session. This provides for 
membership in the various undergraduate organizations, member- 
ship in the McGill Union, the centre of all undergraduate activity, 
and subscription to the McGill Daily. Those athletic and other 
activities, such as the Football, Hockey and Track Clubs, and the 
McGill Daily, which are revenue-producing, also contribute to- 
wards the upkeep of grounds for athletics, the granting of funds 
to different athletic clubs, the salary of the secretary, and the 
support of other student enterprises. Of the universal fee of ten

The Air Destroy er. 

A fit companion of this great battle 
,<lanc is the new destroyer. A bi- 
plare, with a spread of wing of 21 
feet, measuring only 7 feet from the 
ground to the tip of the upper plane, 
it is driven by a single motor, with a 
speed of 100 miles an hour, armed with 
a machine gun which is operated by 
the driver, who at the same time must 
act as observer and pilot, this new 
swift airplane is destined to become 
the air scout and perform the tasks 
entrusted to destroyers at sea. In 
flexibility and case of manoeuvre, it 
surpasses all other types hitherto cre- 
ated. I saw an airplane rise almost 
perpendicularly from the ground to a 
height of 1,000 yards in 40 seconds, and 
It can be operated with safety by the 
pilot without using his hands, leaving 
him free to attack the enemy or make 
observations. . 

When it is recalled that six years 
ago military aviation did not exist, and 
that it is only during the past six 
months that the French military auth- 
orities have been training their own 
airmen, the improvements made are 
astounding. 

Before the war between 150 and 200 
airplanes were constructed in France 
in a year. To-day ono factory alone 
is turning out five airplanes each day, 
while others are manufacturing al- 
most that number. I have apoken re- 
peatedly with aviation officers, and all 
inBlst that numbers alone give pon- 
derable significance to an air raid.

We are not a warlike people. Yet 
wc have never before in history lived 
under a regime of "watchful waiting" 
or been counselled by our lenders to 
be "too proud to fight," no matter 
what the dishonor. 

It ever on earth was a man of peace, 
It was Lincoln. Yet not for a mo- 
ment did he hesitate to meet a policy 
of "blood and Iron" like for like. We 
revere his sainted memory, and we 
also revere the memory of the men 
who fought jainst him. Wc hold In 
dishonor and disrespect tho pacifists 
!of that day, as we do and will those 
of to-day. 

And now comes the sinking of the 
Persia. This Incident is, however, of 
no moment. Our disgrace came with 
the murder of Belgium. Wc had also 
signed The Hague Conventions. Oui 
disgrace attaches to the Lusitania, and 
our methods of asserting American, 
ism. Our disgrace thereafter comes 
from Washington, D.C. 

Our Government has now reached 
the point of "indcninitj." What is to 
be the price of dead Americans and 
of the honor of our country? 

Am I over-sensitive in feeling that 
my self-respect as nn American is 
weakened, has shrunken, is declining, 
is even a thing of the past? Sometimes 
I wonder at our passiveness under in. 
ault. Why is it? 

I was brought up and trained in the 
idea that it was the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to protect the rights of even 
j the most unimportant American wher- 
ever over the broad world he might 
roam on business or pleasure.

(Continued from Tage 1) 
would persevere with it. It is import- 
ant and interesting. Signallers are 
needed. The job Is not a snap, but It 
has its advantages, one of which is 
that no one Interferes with you (ex- 
cept signalling officials!) At head- 
quarters we arc on duly six hours and 
are ofr twelve hours. In the trenches 
two men run the instrument all the 
time. There rausl always be some one 
at it, as it cannot be heard unless 
close to the car. We signallers have 
been given 'dugouts' that are the envy 
or a good many N. C. O.'s. The one 1 
am in now at the firing line is C feet 
by 13 feet by 5 rcct high, steps lead- 
ing down into it. We are provided 
with cloth covered tables for the in- 
struments, and at the end is ample 
room ror sleeping. These dugouts arc 
all shapes and sizes, but. mostly not 
quite as good as this one, which I? 
bcttei even than that occupied by the 
signallers at headquarters. Head- 
quarters Company, by the way, con- 
sists or Machine Gunners, Signallers. 
Pioneers, Stretcher Bearers, Orderlies 
and other talented gentlemen! 

"A signaller at the front must know 
how to use flags, although the buzzer 
and telephone are mostly used. 

"Latterly, owing to unfavorable con- 
ditions, it. is impossible half the time 
to use the telephone, therefore It is 
essential that, signallers be very pro. 
ficient in the use of the buzzer. The 
minimum is twelve words per minute 
It is importnnt also to those intending 
going to the front to learn np all the; 
can about field telephony and trice- 
raphy and cable laying. 

"Signallers arc in great demand, but 
T would not go with the Division»! 
Signallers, as their work Is neither ae 
Interesting or as important as that o| 
the Company Signallers."
